The French have held out for 
a cease-fire agreement before 
formal peace talks begin. The 
rebels, fearing this would put 
their guerrilla forces at a dis- 
advantage, have rejected 
demand. 

Reports from Tunis, where 
the rebel “government” has its 
headquarters in exile, said there 
are signs the rebels will back 
down, xalthough rebel sources 
suggested a cease-fire might be 
accepted in later phases of full- 
dress peace talks.

More Food Airlifts 
Slated for Kenya 


NAIROBI (AP)—As a famine 
in Kenya daily becomes more 
acute, the British Air Ministry 
in London has authorized Nat- 
robi-based Royal Air Force air- 
craft to intensify their airlift of 
food supplies to famine-stricken 
areas. 

These are mainly in Kenya's 
trackless northern province. 
British army trucks have been 
rumbling through the more ac- 
cessible parts distributing corn, 
meat and milk. 

To date RAF Beverley trans- 
ports have dropped nearly 115,- 
000 pou of corn, nearly 8,000 
pounds of dried meat and more 
than 1,000 pounds of dried milk 
to starving Turkana tribesmen 
in desert areas to Kenya's 
borders with and 
n. 

The famine has been caused 
by the failure of short rains last 
year and the delayed arrival of 
this year’s long rains.

It looked like a setback for 
Britain's Prime Minister Harold 
Macmillan who has been toiling 
backstage to keep South Africa 
with its policy of white supre 
macy inside the Commonwealth. 

The issue of South Africa’s 
membership is dominating the 
meeting of 12 Cemmonwealth 
government chiefs who are due 
to reach a decision on it Mon- 
day. 

South Africa’s switch from 
monarchial to republican stat- 
us May 31 means she must get 
the approval of her partners to 
stay on in the Commonwealth 
club with its many trading and 
political advantages. 

Nkrumah indicated that if an 
unrepentant South Africa is al- 
lowed to stay in the common- 
wealth without pledging to 
modify her racial policies, then 
it would be difficult if not im- 
possible for Ghana to stay in. 

The threat from the widely 
respected Nyerere was explicit. 
In a message to the premiers, 
he said their attitude on South 
Africa would affect the whole 
future of the Commonwealth. 
Countries like Tanganyika 
would have seriously to consid- 
er if they could remain in the 
Commonwealth alongside South 
Africa, 

The essential argument both 
of Nkrumah and Nyerere was 
that white supremacy policies 
could not be squared with the 
principles of equality on which 
rests the Commonwealth with

KYOTO ywood is ap 
proaching the idetitution of the 
geisha with some diffidence, and 
an amusing seriousness, like a 
little boy with his hat in hand 
in front of a schoolmarm.

Osaka’s Shitennoji Pagoda, 
Gold Pavilion Reconstructed 


OSAKA — A ceremony is 
scheduled to be held on March 
15 at the Shitennoji Temple 
here to mark the reconstruc- 
n of the war razed Buddhist 
relic originally built in 593 A.D. 

Prince Takamatsu will attend 
the ceremony in the capacity 
of chairman of the reconstruc- 
tion committee. 

In its 1,368 years of existence, 
the temple, which consists of a 
five-storied pag and a gold 
pavilion, was damaged in many 
fires and earthquakes. During 
World War II it was complete- 
ly reduced to ashes in 1945. 

After the war a reconstruc- 
tion committee was organized 
by local Buddhist followers, 

The pagoda was first com- 
pleted in 1959, and the golden 
pavilion was finished recently. 

The concrete structures use 
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wooden pillars coated with red 
uer and have copper roofs. 
e recently re uced gold- 
en pavilion stands 18 meters 
high and has a floor space of 
230 square meters. 

Inside the building is a Bud- 
dhist image, . measuring 4.5 
meters in height and weighing 
1,500 kil reproduced by 
Denchu Hibushi, member of the 
Art Academy. 

The reproduction of the 
mural depicting the life of Bud- 
dha was undertaken by Gaku- 
ryu Nakamura, also a member 
of the Art Academy. 

The Shitennoji is one of the 
favorite landmarks of Osaka 
originally constructed soon 
after the introduction of Bud- 
dhism into this. country. 

It is said to be the first au- 
thentic Buddhist cathedral to 
be built in Japan. 
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The Buddhist temple of Shitennoji in Osaka was recently ed to its aed state

The Government and the 
ruling Liberal-Democratic Party 
are divided in views on ratifica- 
tion of the ILO Convention No.

African U.N. command in the Congo, and he has come to New 
York with the message that “Africans and Africans only” can 


solve the Congo crisis. 


No, I fear that both the slogan and the proposal are off base, 
and so far from solving the Congo crisis they are the expression 
of another crisis, an African crisis, which itself cries for solu- 
tion. When my children and yours and Nkrumah’s are involved 
in the Congo chaos, you can’t draw a magical ring around it 
and say that only Negroes or only African delegates belong in- 
side. A world problem requires a world solution, not a color- 


As for an all-African U.N. command in the Congo, one might 


argue that those nations whose

disaster are closest should have a right to assume military res- 
ponsibility in the U.N. Unfortunately this overlooks the fact 
that by its inherent nature the U.N. cannot ghettoize any area 
of its concern, and cannot restrict its command in any area to 
the color or religion of one cluster of its members.

the African states succeed in setting up in Africa an organiza- 
tion like the OAS, doing for Africa what the Organization of the 
American States does fpr the Americas, it could have laid claim 
at the start to a first crack at the Congo problem. 

But the sad fact is that Africa is far from ready for a con- 
tinental body that operates under law, studies precedent, makes 
scrupulous investigations, and arranges concerted action. Africa 
is too raw and new for that. Nkrumah is working gallantly, of 
course, to find allies and collaborators on particular problems. 
Ghana and Guinea seem to have some working arrangement, 
and recently the Casablanca conference tried to spread the net 
wider, but succeeded mainly in thrusting up three rival leaders 
—Nkrumah, Nasser, and Toure—all bidding for the same African 


support. 


But this is far removed from the notion of an all-African 
U.N. command on issues where the stakes go far beyond Africa. 
It is different also from the proposition that “Africans and 
Africans only” will solve this or that problem, and all others

No, the U.N. cannot be conscripted by Nkrumah to do for 
a Grand African Design what the African leaders, including 
Nkrumah, have been unable to achieve for themselves, even as 
a nucieus. The African continent is badly divided, and even . 
Nkrumah’s own Ghana is hard pressed to preserve a federal 
olution of its tribal and linguistic units. What is needed now 
is not a military African unity in the U.N., but a U.N. strengthen
